Ottawa, Oct. 13.—Particulars 
of the composition of the e w 
Canadian troops which have 
heen added to the two Canadian 
divisions at the front were re- 
ceived by the militia department 
this morning. 

The new corps troops will to- 
tal about 10,000 men and bring 
the Catradian forces at the front 
up to the very considerable to- 
tal of nearty 60,000 men. 

The corps' troops commanded 
by Brig.-Gen. Mercer, of Toronto, 
art composed as follows : 

Canadian cavalry brigade with 
Ae troop of about 1,500 men; 
field engincer troop of 600 men ; 
‘rigade of Royal Camadtan horse 
aft#lery about 1,700 men ; first 
and second tirigades mounted 
rifles abaut’ 3,200 men ; Royal 
Canadian regiment, 1,000 mens 
42nd Montreal! Highlanders, and 
49th Edmonton yattalion, and 
Princess Patricias, about 4,000 
men. Also a troop company! of 
engineers and signal unit army 
service corps and supply‘ and am- 
munition column. 

In-addition to the 60,000 men 
now at the front upward of 25,- 
000 men are in straining in Eng- 
land, while there are over 32,000 
men in Canada. ,

BRITAIN MUST ECONOMIZE, 
OR ELSE SUSPEND SPECIE 
PAYMENTS. 


London, Oct. 14.—A great uat- 
ional camipaign of private econ- 
nosy was urged by Sir George 
Paish in an address in London, 
as the only possij#e means of 
preventing ultimate suspension of 
specie payments by Great. Britain. 

“England is carryitg the reat 
financtal Durden of the war,” he 
said. ‘‘The war found some weak 
spots in our allies which we must 
repair. France has lost a large 
part of her income and we must 
find money to buy the things she 
needs. Russia has virtually no 
exports so we must help her. In 
addition we must provide for bel- 
gium, Servia, and other powers. 

“The result is that for the 
current year we must find out- 
side our own expenditures, £423,- 


000,000 ($2,115,000,000), for 
our allies. Is England content 
to go on living as today? 


Money is being squandered on all 
sides with the result, perhaps, 
thal, later our allses may come 
to us for money and we shall not 
have it. 

“The adverse trade balance if 
we include what we have done for 
our allies, is already between 
£600,000,000 and £700,000,000 
to balance which we have borrow- 
ed £50,000,000—our moiety of 
the American loan. This country 
needs to save yearly £100,000,- 
000 out of its income of £3,090,- 
000,000. Ihe mass of the people 
should save 10 per cent. addlit 
tonal and the more wealthy 20 
or 25 per cent, 

“What is the alternative ? 
Will it be possible for us to bor 
row £600,000,000 to adjust our 
trade balance ? J think it impos 
sible. If we go on spending 
monty as we are now, we shall 
see another break im American 
exchance accompanied by a break 
in Canadian, Argentine, Austral 
ian, and Indian exchanges

Petrograd, Oct. 13.—A stril 
victory has been won by the 
stans off the south front in 
ern Galicia. They have pierctd 
the last line of Austrian defeneés 
on, the Stripa river and stormed 
one of the strongest points of 
the Austro4German hight. flank. 

This achievement of ‘the Rua! 
sians, followi their su 
reported yesterday on the Dv 
front represented a continua 
of the recent st offens 
movement. The position tle y 
stormed was a hill to the’east of 
the village of Giavoranka on the 


right bank of the Stripa, 13 
miles north of Buchach. ' 
This fortification was co f- 


structed scientifically and was of 
great strength. From this base, 


the Austrians had prepared ‘to 
strike at the Russian left flank 
extending toward Pinsk. T tre 


Russian successes around Kolki 
and Chartoriesk, however, en- 
abled them to obtain a footing 
on the left ‘bank of the, Aa 


which seriously menaced th 
ponents. 

Having thus completely secureé 
the Rovno district and the 1¢a@ 
leading into Volhynia and the 
marsh region, the Russians occu- 
pied strong positions al 
rivers Olychka, Styr, and Ikwa. 
They prevented the Austrians and 
Germans from entirenching, ‘as 
they seemed disposed to do, @nd 
warded off a blow aimed at the 
Russian right wing. By careful 
reconnaissances the Russians pre- 
pared a counter offensive. Reach- 
ing a line of entanglements and 
entrenchments they drove out the 
Teutonic forces from their posi- 
tions, seized a considerable num 
ber of prisoners and widened the 
breach sufficiently 

to F ene: ; 
sult. The cavalty -seaoke eae 
ply trains and threw the 7 
tonic rear into confusion. Be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 prisoners 
were captured by the Russians. 

The war office estimates that 
upwards of three divisions of the 
Austrians were disorganized. It 
characterizes the success as a cac- 
tical, strategical and_ political 
victory, asserting it wifl compel 
General Von Linsingen to re-coup 
his forces on the whole front 
which will affect operations in the 
entire south-eastern district. 

Greatest importance is attach- 
ed here to. the political siguifi- 
cance of the Russian accomplish- 
ments in Eastern Galicia, inas- 
much as large Austro-German 
forces had teen concentrated on 
the Galician front, apparently to 
impress Roumania. Simul- 
tameously with this’ movement 
the Russians are developing their 
operations around Dvinsk. Some 
time ago the Germans were with- 
in artillery range of the city, ‘but 
they have now been driven back 
a distance of ten miles on the 
northwestern and southwestern 
fronts. At Lautzeshei, northwest 
of Novo Alexandrovsk, Russian 
artillery dispersed the Germans 
North of the immediate Dvinsk 
district, the, Russians drove back 
the Germans a distance of three 
miles 

Efforts of the invaders to reach 
Dvinsk along the highway from 
Novo Alexandrovsk have cost 
them enormous losses and caused 
them to turn to the roads lead 
ing in from the northwest where 
there are open spaces three miles 
or so in width Letween the lakes 
forminy the gateway in the dirce 
tion of the city. Foreseeing a 
serious menace at this point, in 
case the Russians reaoh their 
rear, the Germans concentr ited 
strong forces and heavy artillery 
in,that region. Nevertheless, the 
Russians regard the situation as 
largely precautionary, and expect 
the chief attack will continue 
from the direction of Novo Alex

Capt. Pequegnat Says Experience 
Makes Them Much Finer Men 


Because he was with the Ist Field 
Ambulaneée at the time the first Can- 
adian expeditionary force was mak 
ing history at Langemarck, many in 
a large audience at the Central Y 
M.C.A., Toronto, expected that Capt. 
Albert J. Pequegnat, who has been 
invalided home as a result of gas 
smothering, would have given graphic 
details of that terrible battle. But 
the captain left the telling of the aw 
fulness of that grim struggle “to the 
hero@s whom God would spare to re 
turn.” Capt. Pequegnat Mad come to 
speak of the war, but his story dealt | 
mainly with the work of the Y.M.C.A 
representatives among the Canadian 
troops from the ttme they entered Val 
cartier until a few weeks ago. Brief 
ly put, and there was no suggestion | 
of egotism, it was a story of self-den 
jal and heroism of a sort which many 
months back made the Y.M.C.A_ of 
ficers indispensible to the Canadian 
“Tommy.” The morale of the men had 
improved as a result of their work.

In the second 
German trench were bodies of Ger- 
mans and many British, and it was 
here the captain relieved a dead Ger- 
man officer of his helmet, which he 
kept as a souvenir. Sixty yards ia 
front was the first line of the advanc- 
ing British trenches and twenty-five 
further on the German trenches. The 
Hiuns were then striving to drive 
back the Britishers, and between the 
two trenches were bodies of dead of 
both sides When night came Brit- 
ish soldiers crawled on hands and 
knees and with hooks on poles risked 
their lives in dragging in their deat 
and wounded comrades. That the 
Germans had used the podies of their 
own slain as barricades there was no 
doubt, and, said the captain, the 
(German goildiers are fit for anything. 
Capt. Pequegnat was on the field of 
Langemarck. The captain was among 
those who ministered to the Canadians 
after the battle, and to one touching 
incident he made reference. Lance- 
Corporal Occomore, of the 48th High- 
landers, killed by gas, died in his 
arms. To a parish priest he applied 
for a spot in the graveyard of the vil- 
lage church in which to pury the Can- 
adian soldier. The priest, without the 
least hesitation, told the captain he 
could have as much ground as he 
wanted fo. the Canadian dead, and 
promised that their graves would be 
tended forever. Such was the fame 
Canadian soldiers had earned for 
themselves on the battlefield

Jt is not too much to say that the 
official recognition of the Red Cross 
as an international assdciation was | 
dune principally to the active sup 
port of the Russian government. The 
idea of universal charity and the 
brotherhood of man in the presence 


of suffering is an idea peculiarly at 
the Russian tempera- 
ment. Russian literature, as is well 
known, igs essentialy a literature of 
and sympathy. Ali 
the great Russian writers, 
Tolctol, Dostoieffsky, and 
are apostles of mercy 

Certain phases of 
history have shown a 
dency, but beginning 
lightened Alexanaer [, Russian court 
circles from the commencement of 
the last century have given effective 
support to alk schemes of interna- 
relief work Before Florence 
Nightingale, Russian sisters of chrr- 
ity were at work on the battlefields 
of the Crimea Russia assisted the 
Swiss Dunant to found the Interna 
tional Red Cross, and there has 
besn no war since then to which the 
Russian Red Cross has not sent its 
doctors and its white robed sisters 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Montenegro, 
Greece, Abyssinia the Transvaal, 
China, all can bear witness to Rus- 
sian humanitarianism 

At the beginning of the war the 
Russian Red Cross estiblished 18 
base hospitals, 37 stationary hospt- 
tals, and 33 field ambulances with a 
capacity of 13,000 teds. Two months 
later the number of beds had increas- 
ed to 356,000 dividea amongst 177 
pitals. To this were added 6 motor 
ambulance detachments, 6 X-ray es- 
tablishmen.s, 2 hospital trains, and 65 
field dressing stations. The personnel

covered by a bank loan on Red Cross 
security. 


Other organizations in Russia 
have alco contributec t the work | 
of relief. The municipalities and 
provincial Zem.tvoes have been 
especially active in this respect. The 
municipal unions, representing 385 
cities, is maintaining 53,000 beds, 12 
hospital trains, and 120 food depots 
for 450,000 wounded. The union of 


Zemtvoes is keeping up 175,000 beds, 
has contributed 17,000,000 shirts, 
2,000,000 socks and has expended 
313,000,000 in toe purchase of linen 
and other Red Cross material.

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GERMANY CANNOT HOPE | 


FOR VICTORY 


(From the New York Times) 
Germany now is in the plight 
of a chess player, handicapped 
by having fewer pieces, whose! 
brilliant and audacious attack 
has failed. His adversary, even 
with no plan of attack, can win 
the game simply by forcing an 
exchange of pieces until at iast 
the advantage of a mere pawn is 
insurmountabke. Germany c a n- 
not afford to exchange pieces ; 
yet she will be obliged to do so. 


She cannot, afford to compete in| 
killing on even terms ; yet that 
is what her enemies now are in 
a position to force upon her. 

The ‘elementary principles of | 
warfare are very simple. You 
beat your enemy in one or two 
ways only; you kill him or you 
capture him. To: besiege, to 


starve, to break him economical- 
ly, that is only to capture him 
by rules refined. The arithmetic 
of the position.of Germany and 
Austria was clear from the be- 
ginning. With 115,000,000 peo- 
ple they challenged 235,000,060. 
That was one against two in 
terms of population. In terms of 
soldiery tt would practioally be 
the same, not at first perhaps, 
but ultimately so, for the ratio 
of effective fighting males to the 
total population does not vary 
greatly among the countries of 
Furope, except, of course, as one 
may be better prepared than an- 
other for first offensives. There- 
fore, warfare im which for each 
Englishman, each Frenchman, 
eaoh Russian, and each Italian 
soldier kilked a German or an 


Austrian soldier also lost his life 
was and is a kind of warfare ut- 
terly without hope of success to 
Germany. ne German might in 
the average kill his man-and-a- 
half (no militarist could expect 
more) and the disaster would be 
only a short time postponed. 
From the outset it must have 
teen clear to the general stafi 
that German victories would have 
to Le victories of strategy. Com- 
petttion in slaughter was hope- 
less,, by reason of arithmetic. 
Teutonic, valor could not destroy 
all the non-Teutonic armies of 
Europe. But Teutonic. strategy 
might accomplish miracles. Ar- 
mies. that could not be destroved 
might. be captured, and besides, 
at the very first, the Germans 
had the numerical superiority in 
effective. num‘ers. The enemy’s 


strength was partly potential ; 
Germany’s was actual. There- 
fore, Germany had to win, the 


war before it could settle down 
to a.contest in killing, before her 
adversaries could begin to force 
her to exchange preces.

THE RED CROSS AND 
PRISONERS OF WAR 


The appeal of prisoners of war 
has supplied a crucial test to 
Red Cross-ideals. The prisoner 
of war is in the hands of the 
enemy, and therefore of no inihi- 
tary value. In the grim work cf 
war public attention is directed 
to the combatants. The soldier 
who is fighting and assisting in 
the attainment of the maih mili- 
tary objective—the annihilation 
of the enemy, has primarily a 
superior claim on public generos- 
ity. It would not indeed be sur- 
prising if the prisoners of war 
were forgotten. 

Such is far from the case. 
the undying honor of the popula- 
tion of the allied countries, the 
orisoner of war has been a spec- 
tal object of Red Cross solici- 
tude. The work of the: Prisoners 
of War Bureau #; enlangimz every 


Yo 


day. The following is the y-ro- 
cedure of the bureau : 
The committee in charge write 


to the commandants of the var- 
ious camps and hospitals in Ger- 
many and ask for the names of 
all Canadian prisoners. They y 
write ‘to them and _ask them = a- 
bout their pressing needs. To 
those who ask for bread (these 
are by far the greater number) a 
weekly parcel of two 2-¥b. loaves 
is sent—in addition to standard- 
ized parcels containing tobacco, 
tea, cocoa, jam, and biscuits. In 
whatever part of Germany the 
prisoner is interned the bread 
reaches him in five.or six days.

NEW GRADE OF SEED GRAIN 
IS PLAN OF 
GOVERNMENT 


A new. grade of wheat, oats, 
and barley has been put into ef- 
fect by order-in-council of the 
Dominion Government. 

This special grade will be! 
known a3 the “seed grain grade’ | 
and certificates ‘for this grade | 
will be issued from the interior 
storage elevators at Moose 


Calizary, and Saskatoon. T he 
minister of agriculture will place 
seed inspectors at these eleva- 
tors and grain sent out will be 
under certificate from them. A 
memorandum issued last week 
contains ‘an , explanation of the 
new grades. It says: 

“Thy new government interior 
storage ekvatots at Calgary, 
Moose Jaw, and Saskatoon are 
splendidly esipped for cleaning 
and, warehousing ceed grain. 
They were designed to meet the 
very real need of proper facilities 
that would make practical le the 
handling cf a Ae i grade of 
wheat, oats, and Barley, that are 
clean and suitable for seed. This 
grade will become effective about 
December 1, after which it will 
be given for carlots of clean 
grain of superior quality, includ- 
ing red fife and manjuis wheat, 
white oats, and six-rowed barley, 
submitted for inspection and 
cleaning at any of the govern- 
ment interior terminal elevators. 
Warehouse receipts amd certifi- 
cates of grading will be issued as 
for. :the ¢ 
grades

It judges, 
that the reference to ‘‘politics’’ 
and ‘‘knavish tricks’’ had to do 
with domestic rather than for- 
cign enemies of the king, end 
thinks it possitle that the hymn) 
was written (by Henry Carey, a 


versatile composer end = minor 
poet, somewhere about the year 
1740. The song first appeared in 
print in the Gentleman’s Maga- 


zine in the latter part of 1745 ; 
but Carey had sung it at conviv- 
ial gatherings several years te- 


fore. He died in 1743.  As_or- 
iginally printed, and as it was 
sung for nearly a century, the 
first line wad rendered thus: 
“God. save great George, our 
king.’’ When William TV follow- 


ed the fourth George, it was nec- 
essary to change the line, and 
for purposes of rhythm the name 
was dropped and the line chanyzed 
to the familiar ‘God Save Our 
Gracious King.’’

Non-Success Is Acknowledged by Ger.

THREE MILLION IMMIGRANTS IN PAST 15 YEARS

A Booklet Issued by the Minister of the Interior gives some 
Interesting Pacts and Figures Concerning the Immigration 
Work Carried on by the Dominion During the Past 


Canadhk has ¢xpended thirteen and. 
a half million dollars in the past fif 
teen years on immigration work in all 
parts of the world and the result has 
been a direct increage in populatio 
by new arrivals of about three million 
people. This, and a whole lot more 
information concerning immigration 
Work is contained in a very interest- 
ing little booklet isaued by the direc- 
tion of Hon. W. J. Roche, minister of 
the intertor, called “Immigration 
Facts and Figures.’ 

Immigration has been 
from the British Isies, the United 
States and certain Buropean coun- 
tries, but, of course, at present the} 
campaign is not being carrted on in 
Germany, Austria, Finland or Ruasia. |

Southern Europeans or Asiatics have { 


not been wanted at any time. 

There are various ways in which | 
the attractions of Canada are set | 
forth to the prospective emigrant. | 
Regular agencies’ are established, | 
newspaper publicity, distribution of | 
pamphiets, exhibits of graing and 
other products; and in Great Britain | 
exhibition wagons are sent around 
through the country districts. In the 
United States exhibits are made at 
the big fairs and expositions. In 
Great Britain and Europe arrange- 
ments are Made with steamship and 
booking agents, whereby a bonus is | 
paid for the emigrants which are di 
rected to this ceuntry. Records in the! 
pamphlet go back as far as 1897, but | 
in the majority of ‘nstances they are 
not complete for all that period, as 
more detailed and accurate informa- 
tion regarding new arrivals in the Do- 
minions are constantly being intro 
duced.

Banking Business interests 
Should Co-operate With the 
Farmers 


At a méeting held recently im Win- 
nipeg at which reprasentatives 6f the 
farmers’ organizations of © Western 
Canada Were~present, the matter of 
prices likely to be received for. the 
present crop was discussed. [ft was 
the unanimous opinion of those pres- 
ent that a heavy movement on the part 
of the farmers to sel] their grain at*the 
present time would be almost certai. 
to force prices to a lower level and 
that if a more leisurety method of mar- 
keting were followed py the farmers 


in the disposal of their grain a better 
average price all round would be se- 
cured for it. 

While {ft was recognized that the 


matter of giving advice on the selling 
of grain is a difficutl one, it was 
thought advisable by all present to 
make a public statement advising the 
farmers of Western Canada, ag far as 
possible, to store a portion of their 
grain on thei: farms, and, in this way, 
spread the marketing of it over the 
next eight or ten months, rather than 
place it in immense quantities upon 
the market in the next few months 
with the certainty as far as the pres 
ent outlook is concerned—of. bringing 
prices to a considerably lowef level. 
Lake and ocean boat space is more 
scarce than in previous years; rates 
for such space are higher than ever 
{before, rates of exchange between 
this country and Ku-ope are also more 
adverse than they have even been and 
undoubtedly the flooding of the mar- 
ket with grain immediately after 
threshing will mean that these charges i 
which ultimately have to be paid by 
the farmer, will go higher than ever. 
It was thought advisable to publicly 
request the co-operation of the banks 
and business interests generally tn the 
matter. Their co-operation might take 
the form of extending the time for pay- 
ment of liabilities that farmers might 
have to such banks or business inter- 
ests, rather than to force the farmers 
to sell their grain at a sacrifice in or- 
der to meet Habilities falling due in 
October and November The banks 
particularly by taking advantage of 
the powers recently conferred could 
meke advances to farmerg on the se } 
curity of grain on the farm. | 
If this method of marketing can be | 
followed, we feel certain that it) will | 
result in a greater monetary return for | 
the crop to the farmers of Western | 
Canada than will otherwise obtain, 
and it seems apparent that such a 2 


sult will be a direct benefit to every 
business interest in the country, and 
at the same time will insure a steady 
flow of grain sufficient for the needs 
of the empire. 

More leistwely marketiu.; of our 
grain has always been advccated by 
the leaders of the farmers’ organiza- 
tions and we make this statement at 
the present time for the purpose of dl- 
recting attention to this very import- 
ant matter at a period when our crop 
is just beginning to move. We believe 
that if farmers follow our suggestion 
in large numbers that the result will 
prove that the scheme is far more 
practical than any other that could be 
suggested to insure a fair return for |} 
the crop.

“Altogether it is probable that out 
of this co-operation in the struggle 
for existence of the British empire 
relations between the Overseas Do- 
minions and the Mother Country will 
become closer than ever. What 
methods of organization will be need- 
ed to bring this about and give it ar- 
hiculate form are not worth while dis 
cussing now. That will remain for 
after consideration. 

“Canada is not unduly 
burden of war, owing mainly to our 
lurge agricultural resources, and for 
the surplus of which the call is con 
tinuously and insistent, but whatever 
burdens Canada may pe required to 
bear as a consequence of the prese it 
conditions, she will bear cherfully 
and without murmuring.”
